Recommendation heretofore ſignified to Sir HENRY Moore, Baronet, and 


FRANCISs BERNARD, Eſquire, the then Governors of the ſaid Provinces, by 
Letters from the Right Honourable the Earl of SHELEURN, late one of his 


Majeſty's principal Secretaries of State; and after having had divers Con- 


ferences relative to the aforeſaid Boundary of the ſaid Provinces, they the 
ſaid Commiſſaries do thereupon unanimouſly agree, that the following Line, 
That is to ſay, A Line beginning at a Place fixed upon by the two Govern- 
ments of New-York and Connecticut, in or about the Year of our Lord One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty-one, for the northweſt Corner of a Tract 
of Land commonly called the O4/ong, or equivalent Land; and running from 
the ſaid Corner North twenty one Degrees, ten Minutcs and thirty Seconds 
Eaſt, as the magnetic Needle now points to the North Line of the Maſſachu- 


ſetts-Bay, ſhall at all Times hereafter be the Line of Juriſdiction between 


the ſaid Province of the Maſſachuſetto-Bay, and the ſaid Province of New- 
York, in all and every Part and Place where the ſaid Province of New-York 
on its Eaſtern Boundary ſhall adjoin on the ſaid Province of the Mafſachu- 


ſetts-Bay. In Teſtimony whereof the Commiſſaries aforeſaid have hereunto 


ſet their Hands and Seals, the Day and Year firſt above mentioned.

thier, than what was actually advanced by him; conſequently there muſt 
be an Error in that Article of Mr. Collins's Account. 


The Overture made by Mr. Collins, to compleat the Extention of the 


Boundary Line to Lake $f. Francois, as the Surveyor for both Provinces, 
for the Sum of One Hundred Pounds Sterling, is thought a reaſonable 
Propoſition by the Government of Quebec, and I eſteem it worthy of your 
Conſideration, Mr. Collins being, in my Opinion, a Gentleman in the 
Integrity of whoſe Conduct in the faithful Performance of that Service an 
entire Confidence may be placed.
